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BYU*s  basketball  team,  which  left 
yesterday  for  Wyoming  without  ailing 
head  coach  Stan  Watts,  may  be  the  target 
of  a non-violent  protest  at  tonight’s  game 
in  Laramie. 

Cheryl  Malcom, 
editor  of  the  Univ.  of 
Wyoming  campus 
newspaper,  said  a rally 
before  the  game  has 
been  planned  by  the 
Black  Student  Alliance 
(BSA). 

“From  there  they  ate  gtan  Watts 
going  to  go  to  the  game 
wearing  black  armbands,”  she  added. 

The  Cougars  play  the  Wyoming 
Cowboys  tonight  and  the  Colorado  State 
Rams  in  Ft.  Collins  tomorrow  evening. 
No  planned  demonstrations  were 
reported  from  the  CSU  campus  where 


student  protests  delayed  the  game  last 
year. 

Malcom  said  she  expected  a maximum 
of  200  to  attend  the  pre-game  rally  at  the 
Univ.  of  Wyoming  tonight  where  heads  of 
both  the  BSA  and  the  Hispano 
organization  will  speak. 

“I  really  don’t  expect  a lot  out  oT  this,” 
she  continued,  “Things  have  pretty  much 
cooled  down.”  There  are  approximately 
7,900  students  at  the  Univ.  of  Wyoming. 

For  the  second  time  this  season.  Coach 
Stan  Watts  will  have  to  sit  out  a 
basketball  road  trip.  On  advice  from  his 
doctor.  Watts,  who  underwent  a 
trans-ureteral  resection  Monday,  will  not 
join  the  team  in  either  Laramie  or  Ft. 
Collins. 

Utah  Valley  Hospital  reported  Watts  in 
“fine”  condition  and  expected  him  to  be 
released  today  or  tomorrow. 


“The  boys  will  do  a good  job  as  usual,” 
said  Watts  after  the  team  had  left. 
Assistant  coaches  Pete  Witbeck  and  Glenn 
Potter  will  direct  the  Cougars  this 
weekend. 

Watts  missed  the  Cougars  road  trip  to 
the  West  Coast  and  Hawaii  in  the  middle 
of  December  because  of  a similar  ailment. 

Bob  Rickman,  editor  of  the  CSU 
student  newspaper,  said  the  black 
students  were  planning  to  wear  armbands 
to  the  game  “but  1 don’t  think  there’s 
much  really  exciting  planned.” 

He  said  if  anything  was  to  happen  “it 
would  be  purely  spontaneous.” 

Rickman  added  that  there  is  little  talk 
on  the  CSU  campus  about  alleged  racism 
at  school.  He  said  he  had  received  no 
letters  to  the  editor  this  week  on  the 
subject.

“I  really  know  how  it  is  to  live  poor 
and  not  be  able  to  get  what  you  want,” 
said  Nora  Begay,  Miss  Indian  BYU,  as 
she  spoke  of  her  years  growing  up  on  a 
Navajo  reservation  in  Kaibeto,  Ariz. 

She  remembers  living  as  a very  small 
'child  in  a hogan  with  a father  who  was 
out  of  work  and  a mother  who  wove 
rugs  to  make  a living. 

She  started  school  when  she  was  8 
years  old.  When  she  was  10  she  became 
a participant  in  the  Indian  Placement 
Program  of  the  Church. 

She  spent  8 years  in  American  Fork 
while  attending  school.  “Utah  Valley  is 
my  home,”  she  said. 

Nora  was  chosen  as  Miss  Indian  BYU 
in  Sept.  1970,  from  among  21 
contestants.  Since  then  she  has  been  on 
a tour  in  the  Northwest  with  the 
Program  Bureau,  and  spoken  in 
organizations,  clubs,  wards  and  firesides 
about  the  modem  Indian. 

In  June  she  will  enter  the  Miss  Indian 
Utah  Pageant.  The  Miss  Indian  America 
Pageant  is  also  on  her  agenda  for 
August.  The  Tribe  of  Many  Feathers, 
will  sponsor  her. 


Twin  drives 
kill  over  1710 
Communists 

SAIGON  (UPI)  - South  Vietnamese 
commanders  said  Thursday  that  Saigon’s 
twin  drives  into  Laos  .and  Cambodia  had 
killed  1,710  Communists  and  that  South 
Vietnamese  reconnaissance  patrols  were 
now  scouting  defenses  of  the  Sepone  Hub 
of  the  Ho  Chi  Minh  Trail,  main  objective  of 
the  Laos  offensive. 

Sepone  is  27  miles  inside  Laos  and  marks 
the  deepest  penetration  in  that  country  yet 
by  South  Vietnamese  forces. 

Communiques  Thursday  reported  seven 
more  U.S.  aircraft  damaged  or  lost, 
including  three  helicopters  shot  down  in 
Laos  and  a $3  million  Phantom  jet 
fighter-bomber  which  crashed  there.  The 
two  Phantom  crewmen  were  listed  as 
missing,  and  at  least  six  more  Americans 
were  hurt  in  the  other  aircraft  losses. 

In  Northern  Laos,  300  miles  above  the 
Ho  Chi  Minh  Trail  offensive.  North 
Vietnamese  gunners  using  Russian 
equipment  shelled  the  Laotian  military 
base  at  Long  Cheng,  destroying  its  power 
plant. 

A report  from  South  Vietnamese 
headquarters  in  Saigon  said  South 
Vietnamese  forces  operating  in  Cambodia 
near  the  town  of  Suong  North  of  Highway 
7 fought  two  sharp  clashes  Thursday  with 
Communist  forces,  killing  1 16  soldiers  and 
capturing  five.  Three  South  Vietnamese 
were  reported  slain  and  25  wounded. 

The  casualties  raised  to  1,119  the 
number  of  Communists  slain  in  1 5 days  of 
operations  by  a 19,500-man  South 
Vietnamese  strike  force  which  has  been 
trying  to  clear  Highway  7.  Vietnamese 
troops  pushed  across  the  frontier  in  a drive 
against  Communist  sanctuaries  in  the 
Mekong  River  Delta  four  miles  southwest 
of  Kompong  Trach.  Only  light  contact 
with  enemy  units  was  reported  in  the  first 
stages  of  the  foray. 

The  South  Vietnamese  drive  into  Laos, 
involving  19,000  men  who  crossed  the 
border  Feb.  8,  has  killed  591  Communists, 
South  Vietnamese  headquarters  reported 
Thursday.  Saigon’s  losses  were  placed  at 
130  men  killed  and  492  wounded. 

In  action  Thursday,  South  Vietnamese 
paratrooper  units  operating  in  Laos  eight 
miles  west  of  Lang  Vei  reported  killing  38 
Communists  and  capturing  one  in  a noon 
engagement  that  cost  one  South 
Vietnamese  slain.

PARIS  (UPI)  - Hanoi’s  chief 
delegate  to  the  Vietnam  peace 
talks  accused  the  United  States 
Thursday  of  planning  to  invade 
North  Vietnam  and  warned  that 
such  a move  would  constitute  a 
threat  to  Communist  China. 

The  delegate,  Xuan  Thuy,  told 
newsmen  before  the  103rd  session 
of  the  talks  that  President  Nixon’s 
statement  Wednesday  that  he 
would  not  limit  U.S.  air  power  in 
Indochina  except  for  the  use  of 
nuclear  weapons  showed  Nixon 
“does  not  seek  peace  but  a 
military  victory.” 

“He  is  preparing  new  military 
adventures  against  North 
Vietnam,”  Thuy  said.  “His  acts 
threaten  People’s  (Republic  of) 
China.”

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Although  Communist  China  has 
been  referred  to  in  the  talks  as  an 
ally  of  both  North  Vietnam  and 
the  Viet  Cong,  the  statement  by 
Thuy  was  the  first  time  during  the 
talks  the  Indochina  war  had  been 
called  a threat  to  Communist 
China. 

Nguyen  Thanh  Le,  spokesman 
for  the  Hanoi  delegation,  said  in  a 
news  conference  after  the  talks 
the  delegation  had  warned  that 
Communist  China  would  not 
stand  by  idly  watching 
developments  in  Indochina 
because  it  had  “common 
mountains,  lakes  and  rivers”  with 
North  Vietnam  and  Laos. 

Both  Hanoi  and  Viet  Cong 
delegations  ignored  an  offer 
Thursday  by  the  U.S.  chief 
negotiator,  David  K.  E.  Bruce,  to 
begin  immediate  negotiations  on  a 
time  table  for  mutual  withdrawal 
of  all  foreign  troops  in  the  three 
countries  of  Indochina  where  the 
war  is  being  fought. 

The  Communist  delegations 
made  no  response  to  Bruce’s  offer 
but  instead  accused  the  United 
States  of  planning  to  invade  North 
Vietnam.  They  based  their  charges 
partially  on  Nixon’s  news 
conference  statement  of 
Wednesday  about  the  use  of 
unlimited  air  power  in  Indochina, 
if  necessary,  and  his  refusal  to 
speculate  on  the  possibility  of  a 
South  Vietnamese  thrust  into 
North  Vietnam  with  U.S.  air 
support.

Israel  firm  on  peace  plan

The  United  States  was  reported 
Thursday  to  be  urging  Israel  to 
take  a more  flexible  attitude  on 
Middle  East  peace  negotiations. 
But  diplomatic  sources  in 
Jerusalem  said  the  Israelis  were 
not  likely  to  budge  from  their 
policy  line  of  no  withdrawal  from 
occupied  lands  without  a written 
peace  agreement. 

The  report  coincided  with  an 
announcement  that  Israeli 
President  Zalman  Shazar  would 
confer  with  President  Nixon  in 
Washington  next  month.  The 
Jerusalem  announcement  said  the 
White  House  meeting  was  part  of 
a U.S.  visit  during  which  he  would 
address  an  Israeli  bond  drive 
banquet  at  Miami  Beach,  Fla., 
March  6.

said  Washington  is  urging  Israel  to 
announce  some  sort  of  a timetable 
for  withdrawal  from  the  occupied 
Sinai  Peninsula,  the  Syrian  Golan 
Heights  and  the  west  bank  of  the 
Jordan  River  captured  in  the  1967 
war. 

The  sources  said  that  Israeli 
leaders,  however,  were  determined 
to  stand  fast  by  the  policy  so 
often  stated  — no  withdrawal 
from  occupied  lands  except  in  the 
context  of  a written  peace 
agreement,  and  then  only  to 
secure  borders. 

What  these  borders  are,  have 
never  been  spelled  out,  but  the 
Golan  Heights  and  the  fortress  of 
Sharm  El  Sheikh  guarding  the 
entrance  to  the  Strait  of  Tiran  will 
certainly  remain  within  them,  the 
sources  said.

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - Senate 
reformers  fell  nine  votes  short 
Thursday  of  breaking  a 
Southern-led  filibuster  against 
making  it  easier  to  close  off 
prolonged  debate.  But  they  were 
promised  a second  try  next 
Tuesday. 

As  anticipated  by  both  sides, 
the  Senate  voted  48  to  37  against 
a motion  to  kill  the  filibuster 
which  has  dominated  the  Senate 
for  25  days,  virtually  every 
moment  since  the  92nd  Congress 
convened. 

As  a result  of  the  vote,  the 
Senate  was  no  closer  to  a decision 
on  changing  the  54-year-old  rule 
which  governs  extended  debate. 

Southerners  are  filibustering  to 
block  consideration  of  a proposal 
which  would  allow  three-fifths  of 
the  Senators  voting  to  shut  off 
debate.  The  present  rule,  in  effect 
in  Thursday’s  balloting,  requires  a 
two-thirds  vote. 

With  only  85  senators  voting, 
the  reformers  would  have  had  to 
get  57  votes  to  reach  two-thirds. 
At  48,  they  were  nine  short. 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - The 
House  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  voted  Thursday  to 
increase  the  national  debt  limit  by 
$35  billion  to  an  all-time  high  of 
$430  billion. 

It  also  voted  to  allow  the 
government  for  the  first  time  since 
1918  to  sell  $10  billion  in 
Government  Bonds  carrying 
interest  rates  higher  than  4 1/4 
per  cent. 


The  committee  rejected  the 
Nixon  Administration’s  plan  for  a 
$40  billion  increase  in  the 
national  debt  to  a high  of  $435 
billion,  but  approved  a $35  billion 
raise  so  the  government  can  keep 
borrowing  to  pay  its  bills.  The 
present  ceiling  is  $395  billion. 

The  new  proposed  debt  limit 
would  be  the  hipest  ceiling  boost 
since  1945  if  Congress  approves  it. 
The  ceiling  represents  the 
maximum  the  government  can 
borrow  at  any  one  time. 

The  Administration  had  asked 
Congress  to  remove  entirely  the 
414  per  cent  interest  limitation  on 
bonds— those  issues  maturing  in 
more  than  seven  years.  The 
government  has  been  unable  to 
market  long-term  secxurities  other 
than  savings  bonds  since  1965 
because  other  investments  were 
paying  higher  interest  rates.

The  “Laudi  alia  vergine  Maria” 
for  women’s  voices  has  a text 
taken  from  Dante’s  “Paradisio,” 
and  the  sacred  character  of  the 
music  is  achieved  with  subdued 
pathos. 

The  ‘Te  Deum”  begins  with  an 
arresting  plain*chant  in  the  men’s 
voices,  which  broadens  into  a 
homophonic  texture  and  then 
suddenly  bursts  into  full 
orchestral  and  choral  brilliance. 
The  drama  proceeds  from  climax 
to  climax  which  is  all  the  more 
overwhelming  set  off  by  quiet 
interludes.  The  exalted  reverence 
is  somewhat  suggestive  of  Verdi’s

Childress,  the  6-9  leaper  from 
Colorado  State,  currently  has  347 
rebounds  in  less  than  two  seasons, 
and  needs  just  1 8 more  to  pass  the 
conference  games  record  of  364 
by  Carl  Ashley  of  Wyoming  in 
1968-69-70.  Since  Childress  is 
averaging  14.2  rebounds  per  game, 
he  should  get  the  record  this  week 
against  Utah  Friday  or  BYU 
Saturday  at  Fort  Collins. 

Childress  also  should  own  the 
two-year  WAC  rebounding  average 
record  when  he  completes  his 
college  career  this  season.  Art 
Becker  averaged  12.8  rebounds 
per  contest  in  conference  play  at 
Arizona  State  in  1963-64,  and 
John  Fairchild  matched  that  total 
in  1964-65  at  BYU,  but  Childress 
currently  owns  a WAC  rebounding 
career  average  of  14.5.

blossomed  into  his  own  as  a WAC 
great  this  year.  He  currently  leads 
the  conference  in  scoring  for  both 
conference  play  (24.9)  and  the 
entire  season  (23.1).  Long  stands 
third  in  rebounding  with  an  1 1.3 
per  game  average. 

On  the  team  standins  Arizona 
State  leads  the  conference  in  field 
goal  percentage  with  a 47.1  per 
cent  mark.  Colorado  State  leads  in 
free  throw  percentage  as  the  Rams 
are  currently  hitting  a cool  .740 
per  cent  from  the  charity  stripe. 

The  Rams  also  lead  in  team 
rebounding  with  an  average  of 
.539  boards  per  contest.  Arizona 
State  leads  in  team  offense  with 
an  87.2  poi n t s-pe r-ga m e 
performance.  Texas-El  Paso  is  the 
team  leader  in  defense  as  the 
stubborn  Miners  have  allowed 
their  opponents  only  65.7  points 
per  game. 


Saimoni  Tamani,  a member  of 
the  BYU  track  team,  was  recently 
voted  the  sportsmen  of  the  year  in 
the  Fiji  Islands. 

Simoni  is  presently  studying  at 
BYU  on  a track  scholarship. 
Tamani,  a well  muscled, 
smooth-striding  sprinter,  holds 
Fiji  national  records  in  the  100 
meters  (10.4),  the  200  meters 
(21.0)  and  400  meters  (45.8). 

Last  summer  Saimoni  shocked 
track  experts  by  coming  out  of 
virtual  obscurity  to  run  a strong 
third  in  the  Commonwealth 
Games  400  meter  race  in 
Edinburgh,  Scotland.  It  was  in 
that  race  that  he  clocked  a hyper 
swift  45.8  seconds. 


Track  expert  Roberto 
Quercetani,  a writer  for  Track  and 
field  News,  called  Tamani  “One 
of  the  three  greatest  finds  of  the 
Games.”  Apparently  no  one 
seriously  considered  the  Fijian  as 
a threat  since  his  pre-game  best 
time  was  “only”  47.6  seconds. 
However  with  each  qualifying 
round  it  became  more  and  more 
apparent  that  Saimoni  would  be  a 
threat  to  the  favorites  as  he 
qualified  easily  and  improved  with 
each  race.  Saimoni  recorded  his 
best  time  where  it  counted 
most— in  the  final  race— and  came 
away  with  the  bronze  medal.

Approximately  600  girls  will  be 
competing  from  schools  in  Utah, 
Colorado,  New  Mexico,  Arizona, 
Wyoming  and  Idaho  for  titles  in 
basketball,  swimming  and 
gymnastics. 

An  opening  ceremony  for  the 
tournament  will  take  place 
Friday,  Feb.  26,  in  room  146  of 
the  Richards  Bldg.  The  public  is 
cordially  invited  to  attend  this 
event  along  with  the  following 
activities  planned  for  that 
weekend. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Jacobsen,  chairman 
of  the  meet  for  BYU  reported 
that  running  tallies  of  all  the 
events  will  be  posted  each  evening 
in  the  Richards  Bldg. 

Last  year  the  University  of  Utah 
hosted  the  tournament.  BYU 
emerged  tops  in  basketball,  while 
Arizona  State  walked  away  with 
the  swimming  title  and  the 
University  of  Northern  Colorado 
won  the  gymnastics 
championship. 


Elaine  Michaelis  will  again  be 
coaching  the  BYU  women’s 
basketball  team.  “The  previous 
victories  that  the  team  has  won  in 
earlier  competition  gives  us  a good 
chance  of  taking  top  honors 
again,”  coach  Michaelis  stated. 

Katri  Tuominan,  BYU’s  women 
swimming  coach,  reported  that 
the  swimming  competition  will  be 
in  three  areas:  diving, 
synchronized  and  regular 
swimming.  Miss  Tuominan’s 
hopes,  however,  were  optimistic 
for  this  upcoming  meet  as  the 
Cougar  gals  will  be  competing 
against  the  number-one  school  in 
the  nation  in  women’s  swimming, 
, Arizona  State.  Also  in  addition  to 
ASU  the  Rams  of  Colorado  State 
University,  presently  ranked 
number  three  in  the  nation  will  be 
scheduled  for  competition  this 
year. 

Gymnastics  will  be  held  on 
three  competitive  levels:
